In n recent statement to the 
University, v! N." Bruce, Per- 
sonnel Officer of The War Time 
Bureau of Teclinicnl Personnel, 
said that science and engineer 
ing students desiring summer 
employment needed the consent 
of the Minister of Labor. He 
added' that his office* had sent 
applications for the services, of 
such students during the sum 
mer to several thousand em 
ploycrs. 

The return of such an application 
is to be regarded as a request for 
Ihe consent of the minister; selec 
tlve service officials are now pre- 
paring a list of all such iivailabic 
employment, which when com 
plcted, is to be mimeographed and 
a cojio' sent to all Canadian Un 
versilles with the understanding 
that-ltjs jtp^bo^ma to 
all stiiclents^inlerèstéd. 

At the same time, he continued, 
arrangements are being made by 
Selective Service, whereby permits 
are to be issued to enable students 
to seek summer employment enabl 
ing them to work in essential war 
industries or services, and employ- 
ers will be able to approach them;

Dr. Halvdan Koht, former Nor- 
wegian foreign minister, will be the 
speaker at the Annual Banquet of 
the R.V.C. and Men's Historical 
Clubs, to be held at ttie Sherbrooke 
Apartments, 1390 Sherbrooke street 
west, at 7.30 p.m. tomorrow night 

Dr. Koht, who in addition to his 
activities as a statesman, was Pro- 
fessor of History at the University 
of Oslo, and is at present a guest 
of McGill Unlversityi where he is 
delivering a series of lectures under 
the Joint auspices of the Depart- 
ments of Economics, Socialogy and 
History, He has studied at the Uni- 
versities of Leipzig, Copenhagen 
and sorbonne, and took the Chair 
of History at Oslo In 1910, holding 
that position until 1035 when he re- 
signed to devote his full time to 
affairs of government From 1926 
to 1933 he was president of the In- 
ternational Committee of Historical 
Sciences. This committee is respon- 
sible for thé organization of the 
International conference of his- 
torians Vhich,' until the oiitbreak 
of, war, were held every five years.

—164 students from the University 
of Saskatchewan have been report' 
ed to the Divisional Registrar for 
Selective Service. These results 
were released by a committee of 
the Faculty, upon completion of 
mid-term exain results, Lt-CoL 
Rexford, D.O.C., sat with the com- 
mittee. 

69 of the reported 'Students were 
from Engineering, 48 from Arts, 14 
froiA Regina College, and' 27 'from 
Pharmacy. 14 of the flunkees had 
left already, as well as S9 enlistees 
since the beginning of December. 
The total loss to the student mem- 
bership Is 213. 

' The reported students will not be 
asked to leave college immediately, 
but have forfeited the privilege of 
deferment and may enlist in any 
branch of the service. All of the 
students included in the list will not 
be Inducted into the army upon 
receipt of their call up notices. Stu 
dents such as farmers who arc 
deemed essential in their work by 
Selective^ Service will be allowed to 
remain. 

This brings the total number of 
students reported to Selective Ser' 
vice to 872. Of the 12 colleges in 
volved, McGiU has contributed 66 
to the aggregate, or less than one 
twelfth, although McGill is the sec 
ond largest university in Canada,

Dr. Cody predicted that the près 
ent overcrowding In First Year en 
gineerihg courses would be allevia- 
ted by enlistments in the No. 2 
Army Course next. fall.

Penfield Chosen 
Club Advisor 

Is Asked to Be 
Hon. President 
Of Polish Club 

Dr. Wilder . Penfield, interna- 
tionally known neurologist, has 
been unanimously elected honorary 
president of the Polish Club, and 
has accepted the post 

In 1B39, Dr. Penfield was made 
foreign member of the Polish Aca- 
demy of Arts and Sciences in Cra- 
cow, the highest seat of learning in 
Poland. Since then he has been in 
correspondence with the Polish 
scientific world and has shown an 
Interest in Poland, Resbarch stu- 
denb came from Poland to work 
under him. 

When the war broke out, and 
Poland was invaded, the Polish 
Academy of Arts and Sciences at 
Cracow ceased to exist, but about 
two hundred Polish students man- 
aged to e«cape and flee to Amer- 
ica, where they are now upholding, 
in exile, the standard of Polish 
learning. They have organized In 
New York an institution which <s 
really an offspring of the pre-war 
Polish Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, called the Polish Institute 
of 'Arta and Science. It is develop- 
ing' very successfully, with the co- 
operation' of American and Cana- 
dian Kientlsts. Plans are being 
made to organize an outpost of this 
institution in Montreal.

Parker, who spoke first for the 
affirmative, - after defining his 
terms, stated that political demo- 
cracy was being vitally affected by 
the lack of economic democracy.

Accordiiig to the Judges these 
speeches lost several points because 
the speakers relied too much on 
notes; this, they added, was particu- 
larly true of the latter. j 
Untcreckcr replied that several 
examples of what Georges had been : 
pleased to call "examples of econ- 
omic democracy" were actually ex- 
amples of economic anarchy, and 
furthermore that any discussion of 
the particular subject would have 
to be based entirely on theoretical 
assumptions, because as yet there 
had been' no factual- examples of ' 
either type of democracy.

Why the Speed-up ? 

There are many objections to the re- 
stricting of Euninicr courses to science sub- 
jects, which is taking place this year. 
Without a doubt, the authorities have 
many reasons for making thi£ move, but 
they are certainly not apparent. The fact 
that only a small per cent, of the students 
are able to take these courses since many 
work to earn their fees or a part of them 
during thé summer months, is not as im- 
portant as it would at first seem. It was 
the policy of the University last year to 
give only those courses in which they had 
sufficicnt^i^llment, and surely this could 



view was taken that little was to be gained 
by speeding up arts courses. "Surely it is 
generally agreed," the editorial : stated, 
"that students in the arts faculties do not 
amass the entirety of their education 
through formal study and classes. Rather, 
a liberal education consists also in large 
part of an opportunity to clarify one's 
ideas, compare them with tlie views of 
others, learn tolerance, and broad-minded- 
ness. This end cannot be accomplished if 
an arts education adopts the practice of a 
mass-production plant with sociologists, 
philosophers, historians and linguists com- 
ing off the assembly line likè so many 
Bren-gun barrels." 

The flaw in this reasoning is at once 
obvious. An arts course can only hope to 
provide the groundwork for any further 
study. "Comparison of views, tolerance 
and broad-mindedness" can be done out a 
great deal better after the fundamental 
knowledge has been obtained. And this is 
. the purpose that lectures can accomplish. 
Aside from this,' a man or woman who will 
accomplish anything in these fields wiU'fio, 
their "thinking" whether they have to do 
it whildidrilling in the* army or doing rou- 
tine war work. 

^^ The great work that the speeding up of 
- courses can accomplish will be iii releasing 
students for more positive work. For even 
if these men and women do not sen'e ac- 
tively in the armed forces or in munition 
planta they can still do work which will 
.t^^.^^.^rèe others for the more pressing task on 
■iilf^^hand. 

And again, what about those students 
?fÇ^ who took courses last summer? Wouldn't 
it be better for them to complete their year 
t^iiiih summer than for them to graduate 

■ with only three and one half years of lec- 

■ tures behind them? 



Summer Employment 

The recent order in council concerning 
''aeience" students gave rise to a v«y per- 
jJoMt problem at this time of year with 
fJ^pSd io.aummer «aployment, emee H 
provided that no employer could aolioit the 
services of any "science" student regularly 
enrolled in a recognized university.

Both Lama^and^Pidgebn 
ire seen tn roles neither of ' w^rara^famlUar 
to Uteir respective fans. We are note quiti sure 
wheUier Pidgeon Is the embodiment of good or 
evil. He is dehnitely a strong character whom 
Africa has not been able to break, aslit^bMftvi 
dently done to the rest of the white men in the 
film. He makes himself thoroughly obnoxious 
to his assistant Langford, and those that have 
gone before and come after, but we cannot help 
siding wiUi him. This is probably because we 
see in him. Inevitably, Mr. Miniver and tiie 
parson of "How Green Was My Valley." Hedy 
Lamarr, on Ute other hand, as a half-caste 
naiive, a "chocolate Cleopatra," can claim no 
sympathy. Sheis a Uioroughly ruUiless, schem- 
ing, unscrupulous female who aets as a trap to 
every man she succeeds In seducing. It Is one 
of the best character sketches Miss Laiairr has 
given us. In fact she ceases to be Hedy Lainarr 
as we know her. In Iqtite of her beauty, lier 
only claim to the affections of the mén with 
whom she comeirin contact is the fact that she 
is the neari^!^^aeh to the civilized whiU 
woman they hive seen in months, seme of them 
In y earfc àe is far from being the heroine of 
tfiê story. ■ Although" the'whole plot turns on 
her, she. Is merely the cause for the itfm of 
main interest In the story, the feud between 
Langford and Witsell, which results not <rom 
jialousy of Langford. but from Wltaell'a etfortt 
to cava lha young'XAngfoid.from the dutcfaei 
of this Airicaii^kl<^^gg*r.

Morgsn ss the drunken, one-time disUngulahed 
surgeon, has by far the moat important minor 
rol«, and does it well. Reginald Owen is not 
given to large a part as such an excçllënt char- 
acter actor deserves. AU in ail, White Cargo is 
an excellent picture from the point of view of 
acting, dialogue' and photography. But it falls 
far short of Pldgeon's two previous films, "Mrs. 
Miniver," and "How Green Wu My Valley."

"WATCH ON THE BHINE" BY THE MKT 

As a dramatist with a "mcsssge," Lillian 
Helhnin deserves to rank ahead of the much 
touted ClUtord Odtts and the other propagtn- 
dltts ot the theatre. Her characters are more 
than mere moutbpi<ices.^jU|r^lM^preision of 
points ot view, and there ii^mitshing lack of 
high'flown rhetoric and stagey oratory. "Watch 
On the Rhine" is not a great play for all time, 
but it is absorbing contemporary dranta, and 
it does have a message for ttia people lo whom 
it is addressed. 

Miss Hellman's purpose was to startle 
Americans out of the complacent isolationism of 
early IMl. lite title Is symbolic of the world- 
wide challenge of Ihe Natl ideology, for the 
action takes place not on tile Phine, but on the 
Potomac, near Washington, T3.C. Here, in the 
country hom> of the widow of a distinguished 
American statesman, we witness a stnigfle bc< 
tween a German anU-Nszi organiser and a ftsr 
cistic Roumanian expatriate. When; thé. alrug- 
gle has resolved Itself, the AÎoerlcan characters, 
hitherto rather self-satlifled and mug concent' 
ing international affairs, awake to tfae realiUci 
of life in the cruel world of today. • 

The play ialla Into two divisions, with two 
separate moods. In the first act, the aimot 
pbere is rather like that of a drawing room 
comedy. Tliert ara an eccentric widow, a hand' 
some bachelor lawyer, and a European couple, 
house guests who provide the foundation for a 
romantic triangle. But In the middle of the 
second act, the mood chanpes with startling 
abruptness. ''From under the veneer fit polite 
soc!allbiUty,j.H>rinK the flerce^hatrtdsj^ of the 
European ch^iracters. From then'on^e action 
moves swiftly to the Inevitable end, and the 
characters who dominated the first act are over 
shadowed by much bigger flguref— the Gcmaa 
lover ot freedom and the cynical exile. 

The tmT production was rather slow in 
getting under way. In the first act— and, In 
deed, throughout the play— Cicelly Hessey 
White was brilliant as Fanny Farrelly, as also 
were Philip Neilson and Lucille Joron as David 
and Ànisè. But, at first, thé Europèan charac' 
ters seemed father ill at ease, and unsure of 
theihsclvis, probably because of the difficulty 
of managing foreign eharietefistlcs and àecèhts. 
However, once the sicond act crisis was reached 
thés* chiractèrs got into thefar stride with a 
vengeanct. Robert Goodier, as Kurt Muélltr. 
dominated the production. One of tifie most 
versatile MRTs performcn, Mr. Goodler's por- 
trayal of the gentle, biit determined Muillèf is, 
perhaps, his most triumphant success to date. 
Hie perfection of mynncrlsnu and of accent 
could only have been achieved after hours ot 
trying rehearsal. Charles Rittênhouse, as Teck 
de Brahcovis, performed an equally difficult 
rolé wlUi admirable Tfestraint and perfect 
timing. The children, played by Claude Jutras, 
Ross Walkér and Lise Jutras, showed a autpris- 
Ing sense of ttieatricsil values. Rosa Walker, 
especially, played the dogmatic and rhetorical 
Bodo (aged nine) with thé saireir faire of a vét- 
éran. Betty Wilson was a sympithftic Sirs 
MueUer, whilé Betty Tayloir «id Victor FiiiUlps 
were far more thin adeqiiiic in the rolêi of 
Marthe and Joseph. 

Filmore Sadler's direction was is compèléht 
and intelligent as ever, ilthough there wis, per- 
haps, too little emphasis oh thé drimiiic under- 
tones ot the first act. Tlie production wia the 
first "m^Jor" to appear in the new studib thé- 
âtre on Guy Si Tbi MRT is to congfâttilàtèd 
on having created auch an attractive lilUe tiie^ 
atré out of what séémèd. such unpromising 
materlsls. "Watch On thé Rhine" was a wortiiy 
production wIUi which to opén their new home.

The recent re-purchate by the Brookl yn , Dodgers of Paul "Big 
Poison" Waner and Ageless Johnny Cbôn^Ç^uS^Iled forth from 
nuny quarters the comment that the Oodgera have failed to profit 
from their 1942 experience, and'are filling their ranks with veterans, 
who will once again falter in the stretch. To this observer it seems 
unjust to lay the blame for last season's debacle on the shoulders of 
Brooklyn's veterans; true that Joe Medwick and Billy Herman are 
no longer as spry as they once were, but the amazing pitching of 
Curt Davis, Johnny Allen, and . especially Larry French was the 
feature of some of the National League's best games, and Dolf 
CamllU's power came through on more than one occasion in late 
August and early September. A more plausible if less obvious ex- 
planation of the Dodgers' demise was the inability of so heterogen- 
eous a group to hold together under the stress of the Iste-teason 
drivé; it would seem more likely that the Glorious Bums were un* 
deservedly lucky in May, June and July, and had no. business In 
the August pennant race in the first plac*.

However, the theory currently advanced that old-timers tend 
to wilt while young blood courses vigorously in the heat of crucial 
battle csnnot be dismissed so lightly. Many damp-cared youths have 
emerged as heroes from the pennsnt struggle and its concluding post- 
season classic— note Whiley Kurowskl of recent acclaim, though 
Whitey is longer on experience than most.frsshmen— but the records 
will. bear witness that the veterans have oulshona them time and 
again In deeds of glory.

Through 1040 and 1S41, much of the Dodgers' rise from 
second-division oblivion was due to the surprise contributions ot 
Fat Freddy Fitzsimmons, who lost a possible Series triumph when 
struck by Mari'us Russo's hard line drive. 1840 World Scries features 
were ;thr expected heroics of Walters^d, Derringer ot the Reds end 
Grechberg'ot the Tigers, and the tmheralded performances of ancient 
Jimmy Wilson for Cincinnati and vociferous Bobo Newsom for 
Detroit, the latter pitching In the shadow of his father's death on 
the eve ot the Series.

The .legendary Ruthian glamour, based on his historic feats 'In 
1028 and 1032 classics, did not allow for late-season lapses by the 
great Bambino; nor was the immortal Lou Gehrig given to the 
. slightest slowing up as lis playing atreak went on and on. King Carl 
Hubbeli wu already an experienced campaigner when he struck out 
Ruth, Gehrig, Foxx, Slnunons; and Cronin In the 18S4 All-Star game; 
his nickname of "Méal-ticket" has long spoken for ttstIf.j^i|Ute 
1038, ageing Gabby Rsrtnett blasted a mighty homer Into'fte^rky 
Pittsburgh gloom, to clinch the pennsnt for his Chlc«go Cubi. Yet 
another veteran, Adolfo Luque ot the Giants' bullpen, saved Hal 
Schumacher in the final game of the 1N3 at t-lo with the Senatars.

Then there are the old reliables, the, unshakable standbys who 
do their constant bit under all kinds of tirt with or without the glory 
attending their more spactacular teammate»-«omt ot them actually 
all-time greats. Such are BlU Dickey of the YankcH, Manager Mel 
Ott of the Giants, Senor Al Lopex, Stan Hack, Ernie Lombardi, 
Tommy Bridges, Lean Lon Wameke, Prince Hsl Schumacher of Phi 
Beta Kappa and the Giants, Joe Cronin, Claude Paueau, Lippy Lfo 
Durochtr, and many more. Only tour months ago, Red Rutting of 
the Yankees Joined the iompwy^ot Christy Mathewson, Walter 
Johnson, Lefty Grove, and the 'moimd stsrs of bygone years, when 
he opened thé fall classic with a record 7 3-3 innings of hlUess, run- 
less twirling. Time is having difficulty in retiring Sad Ted Lyons, 
Charley Gehringer, and a tew other Indutructible dl«-haids; In fact, 
the veterans have acquitted thamselvea notably well in the early 
part ot baseball's second century.

1. Illegal or ioul are the follow- 
ing tactics:

(c) Biting: likewise and similarly, 
when passenger finds himself being 
stood upon by another passenger, 
he should accept his defeat with 
good grace and not bite the ankle 
of the standee, 

(d) Neutrals: It must be remem- 
bered at all times, that the conduc- 
tor is strictly non-combatant. This
